wo have net seen their final report. Second, the Panel will be assessing 
the present status of the ICBM threat and. therefore, could easily 
became involved in the recent SAC end US1B controversy, ft ie 
recommended that the Hyland Panel not become directly involved in 
SAC versus US® positions requiring separate detailed briefing on each, 
but that US® member organisations preeent toe evidence which could 
include the SAC reasoning and position.
